Examiner agreed that Sun and Hetherington failed to teach dynamically displaying complex characters as they were 
formed. Specifically, Sun only displayed the characters once the sequence was completed and Hetherington did not 
display the dynamic complex character, rather the characters individually, (fig 5A-5F). It was suggested to the 
Applicant to amend claims in a manner to clearly state that the proper form of the complex character sequence was 
displayed as the validation took place. 
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
